Service Went to his house Thurs- 1 
day,** Osman said, “and he in* 
vited them inside and then got 
the drop on them with a high 
powered rifle/* 

Baker was subdued without 
ai^body being injured, authori- 
ties said. - 

Osman said die rifle, com- 
plete with a telescopic sight 
was confiscated along with 
three other rifles and three pis* 
tois- 

Neighbors of the B aker family 
in Miami said four carloads of 
Secret Service agents were 
awaiting Baker Thursday even- 
ing when he came home from 
his job at Pan American Air- 
ways. ; 5: 

“A short h time later/* said a 
Woman, “they came out with hn 
armload of guns, I didn't hear 
any shots/* 

She said Baker . Was a husky 
man with close- cropped white 
hair, Who kept to himself, 

Nixon left for fee Bahamas 
Friday afternoon but Eon Zie- 
gler, his press aide, said shortly 
before he left that-NIxon had not 
been iii any direct danger on 
Key Biscay ne, 

* ‘There was no problem in- 
volved in the direct security erf 
the president on his visit to his 
Key Biscayne compound,” Zie- 
gler said.
